Civil Wars, and great Struggles the Na+ 
tion have had with thofe Sorts of Things 
but among all the Advantages this Nation 
enjoys from Liberty, the-Liberty of Trade 
isnone of the leaft, nor has it been any of 
the 


the leaft Occafions of the growing Wealth 


of this Nation, that the Parliaments of” 


England have limited the Extent of Patents 
and Grants for exclufive Priviledges in 
Trade, and have been very wary and back- 
ward in pelfiag ar conlenting to fachGranty; 
as may befeen. ig'the Struggles and Condi- 
tions mada in» the Cafe of the Ea/t-Indiz 
Compasy’s, Banks, (Sc. who bave obtain’d 
Charters and Settlements in thefe few laft 
Years. 

We had another Milchief creeping upon 
us lately, which found its Beginning inthe 
Miilion-Lottery ere&ed by Parliament, and 
which fet all the People mad after Adven- 
tures of that Sort, and innu@erable Contri- 
vances of th’t Kind began to {pread the 
Nation, and by the Milmanegement of Par- 
ties concerfi’d; Quarrels, Suits at Law,.and 
agreat Variety of Diforders began. creep 
in among us$ but the Parlianeag# crufh’d 
this Whyinfie in Trade in its Beginning. 

The general Commerce of thisNation con. 
fifts of the plain,honeft,anddownright way of 
Frade, making god manufaéturing ourWool, 
and other Produce of the and,exporting our 
Manufattyres and the Growth of our Coua- 
try, importing fuch Foreign Goods as we 
want, and circulatiog our Home Confump- 
tion; upon this depends our Navigation, 
and the Employment of our People; the 
firft. produces our Eacreafe of Shipping, 
Nuarfery of Seamen, and all the many many 
Tradesand Employments that depend upon 
the building, repairing, and fitting out 
Ships, with the Encreafe of our Cotonies, 
and Confamption ef Provifions, all great 
Articles ofour Wealth, and effential co otr 
Profperity 3 th: laft carries on the Con- 
famption of our Provifions, the Encreafe of 
Inland Trade, the raifing the Value of 
Laod, andthe multiplying our People, all 
which tend to, and are eflential Parts of our 
Strength and Wealth as a Nation. 

Thus every poor Man’s Labour is an En- 
creafe of the publick Stock ;. the Cloaths he 
wears, be they never fomean, employ fome 
of the Peopic, and confume fome Part of 
our Woul; the Food he eates, be it never 
fo little, grew on fome Body's Land, was 
the Produce of fome Part of the Country or 
other, and tends in fome Degree (tho’ 
little) to the publick Advantage.
